Let it be known that these, and only these, are the results of the elections for 
IDA Officers for. 1 977. Any other results, printed anywhere else, are invalid and with- 
out meaning. 

Unfortunately t due to a variety of oversights and accidents on my part, certain 
troubles have arisen during the conduct of these elections. I regreatfully apologize, 
and detail thse occurances here: 

Firstly, I forgot the inconcievable stupidity of the USPS, and placed Edi Birsan's 
address on the outside of the ballot/issue. With this, the USPS began to screw things 
up, first by delivering some 35-odd issues to Ediy rather thaib their intended persons. 
Edi immeadiately took each of these, and, placing them in envelopes, readdressed and 
re-stamped and re-mailed them the following day. This was my error, and the extra 
costs of remailing I have and will pay for. 

The USPS was not yet finished, and several persons have apparantly never received 
their DR_ 6,1^s. Of these, only two bothered to communicate this lack to me, so that I 
could replace their issues in time. I have since learned of several other no-issues, 
who did not think it important enough to notify me earlier. There is little I can flo 
for them, silence is its own reward. ~ 

I, acting on previous statements of my position, and my interpertation of the 
status, of IDA ( NOT IDA/NA. no such group presently exists), communicated with the UK 
and CER regions, requesting that they conduct their portion of the elections and then 
call-in results to me. I was informed by Walter Luc Haas that, but agreement, IDA/CER 
had been dissolved, and the autonoumous treasury dispersed amongst the members. I was 
informed by Richard 3ilalkerdine that he would conduct the elections in IDA/l)K, and 
call the results in tD me, altho he was uncertain about the position of IDA/UK vis-a-vis 
North America, as he thought that the actions of certain parties had effectively, by 
decree, and without authority, separated them from IDA. I informed h&m that this was 
not the case as I saw it, and that these were IDA elections, and that the Autonomous 
UK region members might vote in it. 

I recieve results for UK on March 13, and for Edi Birsah for North America on the 
15th of Marbh. I then let Edi know di£ the status of the UK votes. Apparantly^ at some 
later hour, both Len Lakofka and Walter Buchanan called Edix, and recieve the results '-

This ends my tenure as executive for the IDA. I can say, in all sincerity, that 
I now understand why some people felt the old formation had to go. Certain persons on 
the Council have-shown and impressive respect for the powers of Debate, to the point 
that they nearly paralize the Council, and even have the unmitigated Gaul, . to Debate 
motions concerning themselves, whereas proper respect would call for them to neither 
vote not participate in the Debate unless specifically asked. .Further these same peo- 
ple have generally taken an attitude that. I found objectionable. 

However,, since .the vote of the membership has removed them from' any position of 
power, regarilless of their own ideas, I won't carry my troubels any further. 
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for North America. 

Len then published a flyer, labeled, I recall, Council Courier, stating that he 
had been elected President on the basis of the North American votes. I talked with Len 
later that evening, and expressed my uncertainty on the status of the UK votes, and 
asked that he take no action until I informed him of results. 

I then delayed for one week printing DR to consult, at PrinceCon, with various of 
the parties involved and old Council members. Nothing of great u/orth resulted, and I 
was left entirely to my own devices. 

I have, accordinly, made my decision. It is presented above, with the combined 
North American and British votes. 

It is my understanding that Both Len Lakofka and Walter Buchanan refuse to see the 
perspective I have vis-a-vis the UK votes, and are considering Len President. Therefore 
it behoves me to publishe my images in the matter. 

In past years, UK members, altho paying dues to their autonomous treasury, and not 
directly receiving DR, were considered full members, along with CER members, and were 
franchised to Cote in IDA Council elections each year. Then the original referendum on 
the proposed new constitution was taken, and no UK ro CER persons received ballots, 
thus cutting them out froom voting on a question cruci&l to their position. This disen- 
f ranchisement I cannot condone. 

Somewhat latter, after much maneauvering, Greg & Myself issued DR V,5 when Scott 
gave up on the hobby. Contained within was a further ballot for the proposed consitrii- 
tion, not in an of itself constitutional, but a more reasonable compromise offer. This 
resulted in the apodtion of the new constitution. Unfortunately, we did not posses a 
copy of the UK or CE membership, and were unable to poll them on the matter, thus also 
disenfranchising them again. This was our fault, and we regreat it. However, it can not 
be actively undone, and so we must live somehow rbith it. 

Therefore, as the UK members have as yet been totally unable to express their own 
voice in this matter, I could not see them in any light but as members as they had been 
previously,, of an autonomous region, but not independent. Apparantly, certain persons 
have taken it upon themselves to declare that the British are "not dues paying members'/ 
an attitude they never held under the old constitution. To me, this smacks of a system 
of tyranny quite in line with their earlier comments of a 'coup', I find neither at- 
titude acceptable, and am regreatably reminded of the manner in which the Nazi's took 
the rights and lives of German Jews away without offering them the oppourtunity to 
vote against the measures, aven if such would not have materially affected the outcome. 
This is a harsh allegory, but the best one that comes to me, and I have a feel of such 
a position is involved. 

Thsu it seems obvious to me that the British are still Bull members, with the whol 
voting powers, rights, and responsiblities of all other members. Recall, the consitut- 
ion as adapted reads "The IDA is a diplomacy hobby service organization whose purpose 
is to make the diplomacy hobby more fun and more interesting for all North American 
diplomacy players." Nowhere is any mention of membership being restricted to IMA made. 

Certain persons have assetted that they will support Len's claim to the Presidency 
regardless. I have only one response to this, for it comes from the same persons who 
still claim this is IDA/NA: 

To creat an organization with the title IDA/NA would require the new establishment 
of such an organization from scratch. To attempt to create such by de jure meathods in 
the adoption of a new constitution of an organization known as IDA is imporper. To then 
maintain that the new organization, IDA/NA, can encompass and appropriate the treasury 
belonging to the IDA is out and out THEFT. Not only can I not condone such TBEFT, but 
I can and will oppose it with all the resources at my control and within my reach. Weed 
I mention the actions of certain recent politicial office-holders as examples on traely 
misguideded, but still illegal action of a similar nature? 

Should it be contended that this is in fact IDA/NA (and I do NOT), I must require 
that the whole of all monies contained in the present IDA treasury be redistributed to 
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i the present membership on a pro rated basis. The question of eligibility of persons who 
have in the past' been members but are no longer, and of persons who have only purchased 
materials from the IDA for some portion of such funds would have to be considered. 

To go to such an extreme would be both drastic and undesireable . But it is the only 
course of action I can see if a single President does not result shortly, and with the 
support of persons for the existence of the IDA . 

., , In any case, the Council, will be undertaking action and debate immeadiately, so 

if you uiish to make yourself heard, write; to ALL of the Councir memberfei, as listed< on 
the second page- of this issue . 

Remember, this is an organization OF; and FOR the membership AS A WHOLE. Express 
yourself and influence the actioas of the Council.
